He 
was married on ‘eas, Daughter to Archbald 
Earl of Angus, who had that 7645 by 
Marpares Daughter to ‘fames Stuart of 
Traquair, and the faid Patrick Lord Ruthven, 
by his faid Wife ‘Jean Douglas, did leave behind 
him a Soncalled Wiliam, his.Succeffor ; anda 
fecond Son called Alexander, and two Daugh- 
ters,, one call’d Jfabel, married to James 
Colvil of Eafter-Weems : And the | fecond: —

This Wiliam Lord Ruthven, Son to Patrick

the King’s Government, again{t his Mother 
Queen Mary ; and, when King Fames did take 
the Government in his own Hands, Asxz0.1 479.

Willian Lord Ruthven was made High Treafu- 
rer of Scotland ; and afterwards by Letters pa- 
tent, was created Earl of Gowrie, on the 23d 
of Augaff 1581. Andin- the Year1582, the 
Kingdom being in many FaCtions and Diftra- 
Gions, he was unhappily drawn into the fedi- 
. tious Pra@tice, when a confiderable Number 
of the Lords, did, on the 23d Asgu/t 1582, 
feife the King’s Perfon at Rathven-Houfe; and, 
by the King’s being Prifoner, made him conde, 
{cend to what they pleafed’to propofe; detain- 
ang him under that Reftraint, until he made 
his Eicape from them in Summer 1583. 


Sevyerals of the Lords were banifhed, other’ 
Imprifon’d ; but the Earl of Gowrie was par- 
don’d. Yet, he keeping fecret Correfpondence. 
with the banifh’d Lords, and there being ftrong 
Fa@ion at. Court who were his Enemies, he 
was feis’d at Duwsdec, and brought to Trial at 
Stirling, onthe 4th of May 1584; where, bya 
Juftice-Court, he was condemned and execu- 
ted. This was pufh’d on more violently by 
the. Raétion than by the King’s Inclination, 
who was then a Minor ; this ‘was lis Fate, 
. notwith{tanding that the more obftinate Lords 
were pardon’d : Yet the King did very foon re- 
᾿ ftore his Son to his Eftate and Honour, and cons 
fere’d feveral Favours on his other Children.

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In theYears 1581 and1582,the Nobility were 
divided in many confiderable Fa@tions : One of 
which Parties did take Occafion, from the Cler- 
y's hot Reprefentations, to aflurhe a Pretence, 
or the Defence of Religion, and the Liberties 
of the Kingdom ; and combin’d, to furprize the. 
King’s Perfon (he being then in Minority: )_ 
And to banifh from him, all others, who were 
not of their Cabal ; and thereby to affumethe | 
Government of the Nation, which they did put 
in Execigion on the, 23d daguf 1582, in the 
Houle of Ruthven. . : 
Inthis Attempt, Wiliam Earl of Gowrie was 

a principal Actor ; he being a bold, and prag- 
matick Perfon. - About this time, there was a 
Meeting of the. Affembly of the Church, at 


Edinburgh: The Lords, who feis’d the King’s 


Perfon, fent the Commendator of Paflzy (one 


' Of their Club) to the Afflembly at Edinburgh, to 


declare, That the Caufes, moving them to that 
Enterprife, was the evident Peril of the efta- 
blifh’d Religion, and other Diforders in the 
State: And intreated, for encouraging of thern, 


and difheartning of their Adverfaries, the Af- 


fembly fhould approve of their Proceedings : 
Si quis vult fallere Plebem, fingat Deum. | 
But, the wife and good Men ofthe Affembly 
refufed to concur in this Defire;until they would 
know from the King himfelf the State of the 
Cafe; and fent fome of their Number to him: 
But, before they came, the Lords did treat the 
ΕΝ C 3 King 
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' King rudely ; keeping him‘ α΄ Prifoner within 
Doors by Force. “Whereupon the King, think- 
ing, it fafe to temporize, and to pleafe both the 

Lords who had féis’d his Perfon; and the ΑΚ 
' fembly, told them, That he believ’d, Religion 
‘was in Hazard; wherewith his own Danger 
was conjoin’d. On this, the Affembly did eimt | 
a Declaration, approving the Service done by 
thefe Lords, to GOD, the Kirk, and Country, 
in feifing of the King; and appoited ail che 
Minifters within the Realm, to declare unto 
their: particular Flocks, the Goodnefs of the — 
A&tion;and to advife them to concur with thefe 
Lords: But, the Lords knowing, that'this could 
not fecure them ; they oblig’d the King to ‘call 
a Meeting of the Eftates, to meet at Ldinburoh 
onthe 13thof Odober 1482: To which Meet- 
ing a good Number of Members did come; 
but the greateft Part did not, efpecially the 
Burroughs. | 
"This Meeting did declare, That the'Lords, 

who f{eis’d the Kingon 22d Augu/t preceeding, 
had done good and neceflary Service to the 
King and Country: And that their’ taking of 
Arms, making of Conventions, fighting, and 
taking of Prifoners, contraGting Leagues and 
Bonds without his Highnefs’s Warrant, fhould 
- be reputed good Service to the King and State’: ᾿ 
And all Subjects prohibited to fpeak π᾿ the 


contrary. 
They 
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* They imprifon’d or confin’d the Lords who 
were not of their Party, and banifh’d fome; 
and they levied Four Companies, ‘Two of Foot 
and Two of Horfe, to fecure themfelves and the 

King’s Perfon in their Cuftody. ᾿ 

Things ftood thus, both as to their Govern- 
ment and the King’s Reftraint, till Summer _ 

1583. The King pretending to vifit his Unkle 
the Harl of March, inthe Abbacy of St. Audrew’s, 
he had fecretly advertis’d feverals of the Nobi- 


. lity, who -were not of the Club, to meet him ᾿ - 


’ there; and pretending to vifit the Caitle of St, 
Andrews, he and thefe few Lords feis’d the 
Caftle, and fhut the Gates: None of the others 
eatering but the Earl of Gowrse only, who, there 
imamediately,did fall upon his Knees,and begged 
the King’s Pardon ;_ which, after fome fevere_ . 
Reproofs for his Ingratitude, the King granted ; © 
the Country flocking.with Joy, for the King’s 
Relief, the King kept a Council in the Cafile, 
and commanded all the reft to retire to their 
‘Homes till further Order. 3 

From thence the King went fecurely to Edins 
burgh, and fromthence infome Days came to 
Perth, where he emitted a Proclamation, with . 
Confeat of his Council, declaring his Seifure, 
to-be a moft treafonable Fa&t; yet for fettling 
the Peace of the Country, did, at the fame time, 
proclaim an Indemnity, upon Exprefs Condi- 
tion, That they fhould keep no more Convoca- 
tions nor Mectings. 

C 3 But 
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But moft of them did ftill continue in their 
feditious Practices; whereupon the King did 
confine feverals of them. 

Tbe Affembly of the Church did meet at 
Edinburgh in Odfober, murmuring &gainft his 
Government and his Lords: Whereupon the 
King did cal] a Parliament on the 22d May 1584: 
Which Parliament, by their AG, did declare 
the Proceedings again{ft the King at Ruthven, 
to be Treafonable ; and ratified all Cenfures and 


Proclamations that were emitted againft them, — 
Ὁ and pafs’d Three folemn A@ts, one for the King’s | 


Royal Power over all the Eftates and Subjects 
ofthe Kingdom. 4240. An A& for fecuring the 
Privileges and Authority of Parliaments, 
3tio. An ΑΞ difcharging all Conventions and 
Affemblies, without the King’s {pecial War- 
rant. And likewife, an A@ pafs’d, refcinding 


andannulling the A& of the Council and Eftates — 


Anno 1582, which did approve the treafonable 
Fa&t at Ruthven. τς 
But, what was done feditioufly againft the 


᾿ King at Rathven, did extremely pleafe the hot — 


Party of the Clergy ; in fo much, that in their 
Sermons they publickly preach’d, That what 
was {poken in Pulpits ought firft to be tried and 
judged by the Presbytery ; and that neither the 
King nor Council could, 2. prima inftantia, 
meddletherewith, tho’ the Speeches were trea- 


fonable tn exprefs Words. 


The 
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The Lords of the Rathven Party did animate | 
thefe Church-Men, and’ many private and {e- 
cret Cabals were kept: The Earl of Gowrie (a 
Man of an. unquiet ‘Temper) was found very 
bufy in thefe Caballings, tho” he himfelf was 
pardon’d by the King. When he found himfelf 
fufpected, he went to Dundee, giving out, that 
_ he was. to go Abroad, and live out of Scotland 
for a while; and for that End conduc’da Ship: 
But ftill he lingred, waiting for the Return of 
the banifh’d Lords, with whom he kept a clofe 
Correfpondence ; whereof the King having No- 
tice, caus’d feife him (for in the Interim the. 
banifh’d Lords had feis’d the Town and Caftle 
of Stirling) and carried ium to Edinburgh, to be 
examin’d by the Council; where he confefled to 
the Harl of Moxtrofe, the Lord Down, and Sir 
Robert Melvil, Examinators, That he did cor- 
reipond with the banifh’d Lords; but denied 
that he intended any thing againft the King’s 
Perfon. He was from thence carried to Stirling, 
where he petition’d the King; but the King 
being Minor, and govern’d by his Council, this 
Petition was refus’d ; there being Witnefles. and 
evident Proofs of his feditious Practices; fo he 
was brought to Trial before the Jultice-Court 
the 4th of May 1584, was condemned and fen- 
tenced to Death, and. Two others of the Traf- 
fickers, viz. Archbald Douglas, and Mr. Sohn 
_ Forbes, who were all condemned and executed. - 
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. On this, the hor Clergy‘ did both pacach. an 
publith {candalous Pampblets, againft the Keng — 
and Government, declaring ‘the Ats of! Parlta- 
ment, againft the Sedition at Ruthuez, to be 
repugnant to the’ Word: of GOD; for whieh, 
~fome of them were:banifh’d ; and feverals vo- 
luntarily fled away. This cid beget a great 
Friend{hip between the banifh’d Lords and the 
hot Clergy ; and a ftri@ Friendfhip was con- Ὁ 
tracted between young Gawrie and the feditzaus 
Clergy ; one of them, call’d Mr, Brace, atidvas 
nother Mr. Rollock, being his Pedagogues. . 

Albeit the King did, with great Benignity, 
reftore the Earl-of Gowrie to his Father’s Ho- 
nours and Eftate; yet, his TwoSons, oz. the 
Earl, .and. Mr. Alexander, were nurfed up. in 
fuch Spite and Malice again{t the King,by fome 
of his Relations, but efpecially by the hot Cler- 
gy, that neither the King’s reftoring him to his 
Eftate and Honour, conferring alfo other Marks 
of Favour'and Truft on him, (and placing his 
Silter as the firft Lady of Honour tothe Queen 
and making bis Brother Alexander one of bis 
Bedchamber) could allay his Revenge; till at 
jaft, he refolved to bring his long defign’d Pur- 
pofe to Effect. :For, in Auga/t 1600, he devis'd 
and contrived the bringing the King from ᾿ 
Faulkland, to his Houfe in Persh; - and there, 
with his Bellow Confpirators, to have mur- 
dered the King: For, on the sth of Augaf,as 
the King was going timely in the Morning, ta -

_aHunting; Mr. Alexander -Rathvesx, Brother 
tothe Earl of Gowrie, came in hafte from the 
Karl, to telk His Mayjefty, That his Brother:the

a: Jefuic,.with.a great Quantity of. Gold ; and 
that his Brother had him clofe in ‘his ‘Houfe -in 
_ Perth; wifhing that the King might come 


quickly; and quietly ; for he doubted not, but . .

Travel. The King mov’d fome Queftions ;-to 
which’ Mr. Alexaxder made no folid Anfwer ; 
_ bat faid, That his Brother, would fatisfy -His 
Majefty in all thefe Things; and was very - ur- 

ent with the King to hafte. The King told 

im, ‘That he would firft huat a little; and 
then he would go and dine with his Brother. 


‘So, after a {hort Chafe, and a Buck kill’d, the 


King told the. Duke of Lennox, and Earl of 
Mar, (who were with him)- that he was going 
to Perth, to get a Pofe; andto dine withthe 
Earl of Gowrse ; and that they fhould go along 
with him. Whereupon the Earl of Mar fent for 
another Horfe; and the Duke of Leswox for his 
Sword, ( for he had taken-none with him : )-So 
the King, accompanied by the Duke, and fuch 
_ Servants as were at Hunting with him; the 
_ Barl of Mar, after his Horfe came to him, with 
fome other Servants,following him ; they came 
to the Earl of Gowrse’s Houfe at Perth, before 


Dinner. Mr. Alexander was gone before, with . 


mo, one 
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one Servant, to tell the Earl, of the King’s co- 
ming. | 
‘The Earl, with a good number of Friends 
with him, did,on Foot, meet the King, a little 
from the Houfe ; waited upon the King into 
the. Hall ; and fhortly thereafter, ferved up the | 
Dioner: The. Duke of Lennox, the Earl of Mar, 
the Earl of Gowrie, and others, waiting 
till the King had near dined; and then 
the Earl did carry the Nobility and o- 
ther Attendants, to dine in another Room. 
Mr. Alexander ftaid, and told the King, That 
this was the fitteft Time to go and fee the 
‘Man, while the reft were at their Dinners ; 
‘and that he would condu@ His Majefty quiet- 
ly tothe Chamber where he was Prifoner : Sir 
Thomas Erskine offer’d to follow the King ; bute 
Mr. Alexander whifpered him, That the King 
defired to.be alone: And fo the King and Mr. 
Alexander went up, and Mr, Alexander did fhut 
the Door after them ; and told the King,That 
he was to lead him into the Chamber, which 
was off the End of the Gallery. Where entring, 
the King feeing a Man ftanding alone ; ask’d, 
If that wasthe Man? Nay, (faid Mr. dlex- 
ander) there is another Bufinefs in Hand ; and 
putting on his Hat, faid to. the King, You re- 
member how you ufed my Father, and now you muft 
anfwer for it.. The King reply’d, What? .Your 
Father? you know, that I was then a Minor ; 
and it was done by the Governoyr and Judges 
| ut 
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But (fays the King) is this your Purpofe?Have 
you train’d me hither, to murder me? 
Did you learn this Leffon from Mr. Robert Rol- 
lock your Mafter? And when you have done, 
will notG OD punifh you? 

Whereupon, the Man that was ftanding a-'_ 
lone, did fall a trembling ; and Mr. Alexander 
himfelf {tood in amaze ; and faid to the King, 
Stay fisll then, and make πο Nosfe; and I will go 
fpeak with. my Brother, and firive to pactfy him. 
So, he went.down a back Stair; but Mr. Alex- 
ander returned in a Trice, and having a loofe 
_ Girdle in his Hand, he (414, ByGOD! there ἐς 
no Remedy, you muft die. 

But the King grafping him, they wreftled a 
little; the King,puiling him towards the Win- 
dow, which was open, cry’d loudly out, Help, 
Mar, Mar, Treafon, Treafon | 

Severals of the Lords and others, who were ~ 
ftanding in the Court, heard the King’s Voice, 
and knew it ; fome of them run towards the 
Stair that led up to that Chamber, but found 
the Door fhut : Sir Thomas Erskine hearing the 
King cry out, Treafon! did feife Earl Gowrie 
by the Gorge, and faid, Thow art the Traitor; 
but Gowrie’s Servants did quickly feparate them: 
But one of the King’s Papes, call’d παραγ, 
knowing a back Paflage which led to the Galle- 
ry, wasthe firft who came. up to the Room > 
where theKing was,whom he found ftruggling 
with Mr. Alexander (for the Man who was

the King himfelf praying aloud. | 

¥et, the Danger was not over :. For the Earl 
of Gowrse living.in the Town, and being their 
Provoft, and one who ftudied' much for Popw- 
larity, he was beloved of themi: And-on this 
Noife, they had all taken Aramis, environing the 


_ Houfe, calling for their Provoft ; but one of the 


Baillies, and other Two Citizens, being allow: 
ed to enter, and'brought tothe King; whea 
they were inform’d of the Truth of Things, 
they returned, and pacified the People. The

A third of them, 
call’d Craigengelt, was taken Two Days there- 
after, andimprifoned. 

All this while, none did know who was the 
Man that wasarm’d, and alone in the Cham- | 
ber, when the King did enter it ; and who had 
fecretly withdrawn himfelf, when the King 
and Mr. Alexander were ftruggling, upon 
Sir Thomas Erskine and ‘fohn Ramfay’s Katry by 
the back Stair; and ἃ great Reward was pro- 
mifed toany who would difcover him. Where- 
upon, one Audrew Henderfon, Chamberlain to 
Gowrie, difcovered himfelf to the Comptroller ; 
and upon Promife of Life, offered to inform of 
allthat he did know, relating to that Affair; 
which the King, by Advice of the Lords pre- 
ent, did grant him. 

It was obferv’d by all thefe that were prefent 
(and mention’d in feveral Hiftories) that when 
the Earl of Gowrée was kill’d, no Blood did iffue 
from his Body till his Clothes were taken off, 
and then he did blood abundantly. 

Upon the Information of Henderfon, and other 
Witnefles, Cranftoun and Craigengelt were pan 
nelled before the Jufticiary at St. ‘Johnftown; and 
upon clear Teftimonies, and on their own Con- 

 feflion 
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 feffion at the Bar (which they alfo adker’d to 


on the Scaffold’) they were both executed; 


_ Only alledging, that they did not know of the 
- Defignto murder the King; but that they in- 
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tended to force the King. to make great Repara- 
tions for the late Earl of Gowrie’s Death ; and 
that this Earl of Gowrie was to be made a great 
Man. But the Jury did findthem guilty for 
what they had done. ᾿ | 3 

. Informations of'all this Matter were fent by 


. the King to his Council at Edinburgh; the Coun- 


cil immediately ordered the Minifters of Edin. 
burgh to conveen the People, and give Thanks 
to GOD for the King’s fafe Deliverance. | 
— But moft of them being of that Party of the 
Clergy who had, publickly in their Affemblies, 
approved the treacherous Deeds committed by 
this Earl of Gowrse’s Father and his Accomplices, 
when they feis’d the King’s Perfon and made 
him Prifoner at Ruthven, did oppofe the Order 
of Council, giving for their Reafons, That no- 
thing ought to be delivered in Pulpits which ' 
was not of Faith: So the Council and fome of 
the Clergy went to the Crofs to makea publick — 
Thankfgiving, which was perform’d with great 
Applaufe of the People. 

In Two Days thereafter the King came to 
Edinbargh, and in Council the King made feve- 
ral Mortifications, in Remembrance of his De- 
liverance, conferring Honours and Donations, © 
on the Three Gentlemen who were Inftruments 
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of his Safety: And by Order of Counc Pirb- 
lick Thankfgiving ‘was ordered to be obferved 
in-all the Churches in the Kingdom. - 
The Minifters of Edinburgh, ΠΟ δά refufed 
it firft, being fenfible of the*Trath of the Mat: 
tersof Fact; the beft, and: the moderate a- - 
mongft them, viz. Mt. Walter Bakanguel, Mr.’ 
William Watfon, Mr. Fohn Hall, and Mt. ‘fames 
Balfour, were all fenfible of their Faults; and 
for Amends,they not only obferv’d the Thankf- 
giving in their. own Churches, but went to 
Churches in the-adjacent Diocefes, and did 
there publickly declare, That they were 
throughly perfwaded of the Truth of Gowrie’s 
Confpiracy ; and did much regret, that they 
were fo fcrupulous, in the firft Appointment o 
the Thanfgiving ; and recommended the De- 
liverance to be remembred with Thankfulnefs. 
But Mr. Robert Bruce, and fome others, of old 
Gowrie’s former'Club, would rather fuffer in 
a [ἢ Friendfhip to their Friends the Rathvens, 
than keep a Faft at the King and Council’s De- 
fire, for which,and other extravagant Speeches, 
fome of them‘ were banifhed. |

- Thefe Charters and many others extant on 
Record, do fufficiently evince, that ‘foh»Son to 
Robert Earl of Strathern, was own’d by his Fa- 
ther, as his eldeft Son and Heir, and did fhare 
‘with him,in his Honours and Eftate,long before 
he was KING, longer before Expheme Rofs’s 
Death. yea,in the whole Tract of her Lifetime, 
and likewife by Eupbeme Rof her felf, and by 
her Children, who did take all their Charters, 
either with the faid $obn’s Confent, or admit- 
ting him as Witnefs in their Writings, under 
the Defignation of the King’s eldeft Son and. 
Heir. Itis alfoclear, that he was owned un- 
der that Defignation by his Father’s Vaffals, 
who did. take their Charters from the Father, | 
always with his Confent, with the Solemaity 
of his Seal, as well as his Father’s, and always 
under the Defignation of hiseldeftSon and Herr.

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- The Bifhops, Lords and Gentlemen ofthe beft =~ 
Quality in the adjacent Country, owned him as 
fuch, in being Witnefles with him, under that 
Defignation : But if fuch a Clond of Witneffes - 
and Writings do leave any Doubt, then that of 
a whole Kingdom can leave none; and this 
-we have alfo. For the Bifhops of Scotland had. 
no Right to difpofe of their Moveables by Te- 
ftament: King Robert the Brace had promifed 
to give them this Privilege, yet had not perfor- 
med it before his Death. King David Bruce his 
Son, in oneof his laft Parliaments,paffes a Deed, 
by way of AG, narrating bis Father's Promife 
and Refolution: And therefore he ratifies the 
faid Promife, and of new grants and confirms to 
all the Bifhops in Scotland Power and Privilege 
to difpone their Moveables by Teftament ;
